Shooting a White Chamois. 


A stuffed and mounted white chamois 
buck that rests In the court museum 
nt 
Vienna is - directly 
connected, 
through! tragic superstition, with the 
beginning of .the great European war. 
A white chamois—which is really not 
BO snowy as the word implies—is so 
much of a rarity that throughout the 
Austrian Alpine region superstition at­ 
taches to the slaying of it. Whoever 
kills such an albino, say the huntsmen 
and mountaineers, dies within the next 
twelve months. 


This particular chamois was shot on 
Aug. 28, 1913, by tho Archduke Fran­ 
cis Ferdinand, accompanied by his 
wife, near Bluehubach, In the Salzburg 
Alps. When the game w a s lying at her 
feet the professional hunter, kneeling 
Dver it and calling attention to the 
whitish tint of the fleece, told the heir 
to the Austrian throne of the current 
belief. But Francis Ferdinand merely 
smiled. Ten months later exactly he 
was murdered at Serajevo. 


Father of Astronomy.
